the treaty an "air tight" document for 
the preservation of the peace of, the 
world. 


These "anti loophole" 
provisions, 


heretofore unrevealed, but made avail- 
able to the United Press Tuesday are: 


1. The contracting powers pledge 


themselves not to use for war purpos- 
es any war vessels they are building 
for other nations. Under this clause, 
a nation could not seize vessels on the 
ways in its own country in case of 
war. WON'T SELL OLD SHIPS 


2. The contracting powers pledge 


themselves not to sell old vessels to 
other nations which might become war 
vessels not to sell old vessels to other 
nations which might become war ves- 
sels for these other powers. 
This is 


designed to prevent \esse3s destined 
for the scrap heap from being sold 
outside.

THE PEOPLE VS. TRUMAN H. 


NEWBERRY 


The right of Trunuan H. Newberry of 


^Michigan to a seat in. the United States 
senate he lias-held for nearly three years 
is now being debated in open session by 
that body. A vote will be 
taken 


very soon, possibly this 
week. This 


case, 
which 
has. been 
before 
the 


courts and the government at "Wash- 
ington for an -excessive length of time, 
may be designated. ''The People of the 
United States versus Senator Xewberry." 


The essential facts in the case are clear 


and undisputed. Mr. Newberry obtained 
his seat in. the senate through the gross 
and almost unlimited use of money. "VThen 
"Wisconsin staged a. senatorial scandal by 
the use of money i^. was thought that the 
exposure, protest and action which fol- 
lowed marked tlie^nd of purchased seats 
in the senate. 
But the admitted outlay 


for 
Mr. Newberry was double tLat 


made in Wisconsin. An accounting by the 
Xewberry organization itself showed a 
total of $178.568.08 for items that might 
slip through the statutes, while Mr. Nevr- 
berry by his own admission in the senate 
yesterday put the amount at SI95.000. 
^Richard Fletcher, an active Newberry 


v 
lieutenant, is cited as having said the 
campaign cost $800.000. Henry Ford 
declared that more than $500.000 was 
spent for Newberry. Somewhere between 
these figures the truth lies. Just what the 
amount actually spent was is of no ma- 
.terial consequence. Nearly two hundred 
j witnesses testified in the Grand Rapids 


"" Ji criminal trial that they had. been hired 


> and paid various sums, from $10 to 


$1200. to work for Newberry. 


There were innumerable discrepancies 


in the testimony and the sworn returns. 
Before the case got into the courts there 
was wholesale destruction of books, mem- 
oranda, vouchers and incriminating ac- 
counts, together with the disappearance 
of all but 511 checks in a total issue of 
1827, aside from, mysterious "pink 
checks," for which there was no account- 
ing. 
Mr. Newberry was indicted in the 


federal court, tried by a jury of his 
piers, convicted and sentenced to prison. 
His conviction was reversed on a techni- 
cal legal point, to the effect that the cor- 
rupt practices act which applies to elec- 
tions does not apply to primary elections. 
His moral guilt, therefore, is proven 
conclusively. Mr. Newberry says he 
did not know that huge sums of money 
were being spent for him in this election, 
but the records show that he was warned 
of the fact in a letter by the editor of the 
Grand Rapids Herald, a Republican news- 
paper, written a month before the prim- 
ary. His declaration of innocence, there- 
fore, is not convincing. 


Whatever, Mr. Xewberry "s personal 


implication, there can be no dispute that 
the seat he holds was purchased, openly, 
flagrantly, and with a sum of money that 
perhaps has never been equalled in the 
purchase of a .similar office in this coun- 
try. 
The investigation by the majority 


' 
of the senate committee has been a covert 
attempt to shield Mr. Ncwberry and to 
suppress as much .as possible of the truth 
concerning this scandal. It is perfectly 
apparent that there is a political and par- 
tisan purpose to whitewash and to beat 
him. 


If the senate itself supports the ma- 


jority committee report it will be the 
greatest affront to the civil rights of the 
people pvor committed in this nation. Mr. 
Newberry's credentials are those of money 
and money alone. He comes to the sen- 
ate with a ticket of admission for which 
by confession, at least $200.000 was 
paid, and probably much more. 
Meas- 


ured by any standard of right, of de- 
cency, of ir.icjrrity. of democratic ideals, 
ho lias absolutely no right, tp admission. 
Tho cnso goes to tin- root of the doctrine 
of free and fair suffrage. 
It gors to 1hc 


fundHtnentah of popular government, and 
1o tlio heart of American institutions. Mr. 
Nowliorry himself may be the mosl up- 
right man, tuis^ido,,of the gates of para- 


disc, uiid he may be the victim of welt 
meaning men who overwhelmed him with 
financial kindness, but his title to a scat 
in the senate recks with slush and no 
amount of political chicanery or subter- 
fuge can ever cleanse it. If the senate and 
the country tolerate this monstrous viola- 
tion of the purity and security of free elec- 
tions, we may as well nail up a sign that 
seats in the United States senate are for 
sale to the highest bidder, and that money 
may purchase political preferment and of- 
fice in any branch of government. 


WHAT IS A NATION? 


If you did not read the proceedings of 


the dail eireann in connection with the 
British dominion treaty, you haA'e missed 
some interesting and instructive expres- 
sions of practical philosophy. Utterances, 
which would have been creditable to 
Washington, Jefferson, 
Chatham and 


Burke have been made in the, heat of a 
spirited debate. What is a nation ? What 
is government 1 Is a dominion a republic ? 
Is there more positive national identity 
in a dominion than a republic? 
Would 


there be as much liberty in a republic as 
in a- dominion ? Perhaps you have given 
but little, if any, serious thought to these 
questions. The American government and 
nation are one and inseparable, in j-our 
opinion, and in the opinion of the majori- 
ty, although at times you think of a gov- 
ernment as a distinctive institution. 


The principal opponents to treaty rati- 


fication appeared to be intense theorists 
in democracy, who exaggerate a name and 
ideals, while the aggressive preponents 
of the plan for an Irish free state as a 
British dominion were the men who had 
fought England determinedly, or who had 
suffered from oppression. 
It was spon- 


taneous assertions of the latter, in par- 
ticular, that indicated the possibilities of 
Ireland under self-government. Pierce 
Beasley. of County Kerry, famous for his 
escapes from English prisons and his 
sacrificial adherence to the Irish cause, 
speaking for ratification of the treaty, 
said that when the British forces ^vacil- 
lated Ireland the land would be what the 
people made it. 
They could make it a 


great nation and a prosperous and pro- 
ductive country. 
Arthur Griffith, who 


organized the Sinn Fein and who was re- 
leased from an English prison only a few 
mdnths ago. and Michael Collins, who or- 
ganized and led 'the Irish republican ar- 
my, then voiced living ideas which are of 
as much meaning to us as to the Irish or 
any other nation. Beasley. they said, 
had a real vision ''to sense this Irish na- 
tion trying to be born," and. knowing 
the plain people, they realized that a na- 
tion was not an abstraction, but' a thing 
of human flesh and blood. 


Where would you read truer philoso- 


phy ? A country is what the people make 
it. 
A nation is human flesh and blood. 


With freedom and opportunity as facts, 
the title under which they exist is mere- 
ly a form. 
These few gems of wisdom, 


acquired by practical and sincere men in 
actual experience, define in the clearest 
terms what nationality and liberty raally 
are. They are profound thoughts worthy 
of cogitation by us who take our republic 
as a matter of course.

Xobody ever asks whether it is hygienic or safe 


to bundle up with more clothing than actual comfort 
demands, to coddle. But a great many readers auk 
whether it is safe to leave off one's winter weight 
undies now and then for some formal occasion, or 
whether any risk to health is involved in going with- 
out one's red flannel chest protector, or changing 
from boots to shoes or from high to low or from 
linen to wool or silk to cotton without regard for 
the calendar or the weather. 


A great deal of harm, much unnecessary 111 health 


and sickness, is caused by wearing more clothing 
than comfort demands, but no harm at all is done 
by changing from heavy to light or from more to 
less clothing at any time, in any weather; for one 
hour or many. It is all a question of 
individual 


comfort. Anyhow, the less one wears in the way 
of clothing at any time or under apy circumstances, 
certainly the more hygienic. A little more covering 
of the body than is needed to assure reasonable 
comfort is weakening; it lowers one's natural resis- 
tance against the very group of diseases which the 
unenlightened imagine are kept off by 
coddling, 


namely, tho respiratory diseases. The more nearly 
naked we can be at all times the' better for our 
health. More men than women have pneumonia— 
which fact is not consistent with the notion that ex- 
posure is a contributing cause of pneumonia, for if 
exposure were a factor certainly the women would 
far outnumber the men in pneumonia statistics be- 
cause women do expose their chests and men do 
not.From a purely hygienic point o€ view, assuming 
an unprejudiced mind and familiarity with the ac- 
tual and experimental evidence bearing on the ques- 
:icn, it is impossible to Imagine that too little cloth- 
ing all the time or at any particular time has any 
njurious effect on. human health. True, exposure 
to cold causes one serious result, but 
only one, 


namelj", forstbite in one form or another. Eveiy 
bit of admissable evidence that has been deduced 
only adds further weight to this conviction. 


Now, 
then. I think woolen underwear is mo&t 


comfortable for most people in the temperate and 
north temperate zones in the cold season of year. 
Af the same time I know that many vigorous 
young persons are comfortable and well within hy- 
gienic law wearing nothing more than, sheer cotton, 
athletic underwear or none at all, practically. Per- 
mps a few middle aged or elderly persons may emu- 
late the youngsters in this. Silk is even better, hy- 
gienically, than wool, for the underwear and stock- 
ngs. Of course the stockings and underwear should 
be of the same texture and weight, for comfort. If 
one is comfortable with Just Imitation stockings, 
well and good; it is entirely hygienic. Don't be mis- 
ed about that, children. Go without stockings at 
all if you are more comfortable without 'em, so far 
as the hygiene of the matter is concerned. I merely 
remark that we oldsters who were a little too much 
addled lor our physical well being in our infancy 
and youth find a light weight sort of stockinette- 
knit (1 have in mind no particular make or brand) 
woolen or mostly woolen (with a little cotton,) or 
wool an dsilk, union suit the most comfortable ar- 
mor in the winter time, for protection against the 
overheated atmosphere indoors as well as the win- 
try blasts outside.

flours' conversation which took place 
in Moscow between Mr. Christensen,

"Lenin," it says, "is following the 


disarmament conference and the situ- 
ation in Japan with great interest.

for the Japanese, and the govern- 
ments were not at enmity. He then 
changed the conversation.

"All right," answered Lenin, "you 


want to know how much we want to 
save Russia from 
starvation. We 


need sixteen million bushels, rather 
more than North Dakota produces 
yearly. 


"What interests me more is what 


seed is needed," Christensen interrupt- 
ed, "for if no seed Is sown there will 
be worse famine later on." 


"It will be very bad certainly," an- 


swered Lenin, "but why won't the 
American farmers trade with us? They 
should send us wheat and we would 
clothe their women in furs. 


Christensen explained to Lenin the 


difficulties of trading with them as 
long as the government was not recog- 
nized, but added that American farm- 
ers would try to arrange some means 
of doing so, so that wheat could be 
sent directly to the Russian provinces. 
Lenin was charmed with this idea, and 
was asked what Russia would offer in 
return. Large quantities of wood, furs, 
etc., and delicious champagne, unless 
the American government prevented 
it," he answered.

In the course of the conversation 


Christensen said: 'Your government 
is beginning to lean seriously to the 
right. You will soon be having a cap~K 
talistic republic instead of a commun- 
ist one.' At this Lenin, who had 
smiled amicably all the time, became 
very serious.

"Russia will remain communist as 


long as we have the press, the schools, 
and the intelligence in our hands, as 
longr as we control wealth and credit, 
tho .basis of capital, as long as we are 
masters of the soil.

the cliffs of Gibraltar with peas. Just 
imagine the same situation in your 
country.

French Schools For Girls 


The Other Side 


There are hundreds of millions of 


men and women who will novef- hear 
nor ever caro about the Conference 
which so many of us are fearsomely 
watchinE_aB if life could never go on 
at all should it fall to" achieve results. 


Some slight consideration of these 


millions might diminish 
the 
vague 


pessimism and uneasiness which seem 
to bo in tho air. 
It might give us 


hope and let us remember that there 
are forces in the world doing at least 
as much for peace on earth, good will 
to man, as all the 
diplomats • and 


statesmen in existence. 


Mankind now has reliable and ef- 


ficient 
intercommunication. Knowl- 


edge and inventions have been spread 
broadcast all over the world. Greed, 
selfishness and tho inertia of supine 
and betrayed ma«scs may cause long- 
protracted periods of decline or col- 
lapso in-old and Htcrilc portions of the 
earth. But the flame of progress qan- 
not now effectively be blown out by 
the stupidity or tho wickedness of any 
conceivable group of men. 
It burns 


too steadily, too increasingly in re- 
mote portions of tho earth far from 
any power which can for long be ex- 
erted by all the nations represented 
together at Washington. 


Tho kir.R.s, tho superstitions, the ig- 


norance which rendered progress slow 
aro fast, disappearing beforO the rays 
of dawn of a new world. The elder 
statesmen at Versailles, blind to jhose 
rays, worked dcvfous intrigues in the 
dark.

"finishing school" in France long has 
been considered a proper adjunct to 
the training of an American young 
lady. Before the war hundreds if not 
thousands availed themselves of the 
opportunities afforded by the French 
seminaries, and with the 
swing of 


scholastic activities back to normalcy, 
doubtless as many more 
American 


girls will cross the Atlantic to under- 
go the Continental training which in 
oast days was refearded as a prequis- 
ite to assuming social leadership, or 
even participation. Accordingly, the 
views of an Englishwoman 
on the 


French school system, 
published in 


the LONDON TIMES, are of-unusual 
interest: 
"A year at a French 
finishing 


school is often looked upon as desir- 
able for a girl before she comes out. 
The choice of such a school is always 
difficult. 
Paris abounds 
in 
them. 


Some are long established and have a 
list of distinguished references; some 
are fresh in the field; some are run on 
old-fashioned lines, others on new. 


"The directors of a Paris finishing 


school are usually found to be both 
French and English, or in any case 
the French principal will have had 
experience in the English or Ameri- 
can educational world. This is desir- 
able, since the upbringing of English 
girls is so different from that of the 
French girls, and the change from the 
atmosphere of an English school or 
American college to a French school 
would bo too -brusque to be healthy. 
"By joining or welding together the 


two methods of education, English 
and French, excellent results are ob- 
tained. A distinguished French edu- 


cator maintains that the Engli 
method of preparing the ground f 
learning in childhood and early gi 
hood by easy hours of study 
an 


plenty of games is excellent, provid 
the last school years are used seriou 
ly for acquiring knowledge. She ar- 
gues that with a healthy body and a 
mind trained, but not strained, a girl 
learns more in the last two or three 
years of school days than she does in 
double the time if her brain has been 
over-worked during childhood. 


"This broad international spirit is 


to be found in most Paris finishing 
schools. The French language, French 
literature, art, music, and history are 
taught in the best French way; but 
it is remembered in most of them that 
the aim o° the finishing school is to 
finish, to develop, not to change. For 
this reason a school run on interna 
tional lines is more successful than 
one which is purely French. 
"In choosing a school a girl's future 


must be taken into account. 
There 


are schools suitable for girls i*ith a 
future of affluence before them, and 
others fitted for girls who must be 
content with modest pleasures. The 
girl who bas her way to make in the 
world is less easily' suited, as fees are 
necessarily high. 


"A Continental 
schooling 
often 


saves a woman in after-life from so- 
cial mistakes. She learns what gentle 
women can do and cannot 
do in 


France. She lears to listen to foreign 
opinions and look on foreign ways 
with sympathy. 
Her power in 
the 


world becomes all the greater, and for 
this reason parents cannot be too 
careful in choosing a finishing school] 
in Paris for their daughters.
